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Since 1950, despite numerous 
storms and hurricanes, the 
Virginia Beach Filling Pier has 
withstood the test of time. 

The pier, located at 14th Street 
on the Oceanfront, was built by 
Elkan Lachman as a fishing and 
amusement pi^. Lachman also 
had hopes of launching boats 
from the pier, but that idea fell 
through. 

"My grandfather didn't know 
much about piers at all," said 
Bob Lachman, a Shadowlawn 
resident who now runs the family

The wooden pier operates now 
as a corporation, owned by the

Lachmans and another family. 
The business was originally 
called the Virginia Beach Fishing 
Pier and Amusement Company.

Lachman said the high tides of 
the Ash Wednesday storm in 
1%2 did the most damage, as 
well as Hurricane Gksia.

There is no piacc in the solid waste industry for imfnopaly constructed or 
mismanaged landfills, but there is a place and a need fot state-of-Uie-art 
landfills to help manage the millions of tons of waste created by U.S. citi- 
zois each year.

Tlie Tortuga is being built in 
New Orleans and is due to be at 
Litde Creek by early November. 
The Tortuga is the second U.S. 
Navy ship to bear the name. The 
previous ship, USS Tortuga (LSD 
26), was an earlier 4esign landing 
ship dock, commissioned in 1945. 



She served widi distinction until 
stricken from the Naval Vessel 
Registrar in 1976, eamingfi^bat- 
de stars tot Korean Wtf xmoevA 
eight batde stars in Vietnam. 

Officially designated a landing 
ship dock (LSD), Tortuga's princi- 
pal mission is amphibious warfare, 
i.e., rapidly moving marines from 
sea to shore with both boats and 
helicopters.

New Road Plan May Trigger Southern Growth 



Amending the Mastra^ Street and 
Highway Plan to include a major 
highway in the southern part of the 
city "is a clear indication," said 
Councilwoman Barbara Henley, 
"that the comprehensive plan (for 
the area of the city south of the 
Green Line) coming up has plans 
fordevetopm^t" 

The plMi is expected to be com- 
pleted in a^ut three months when 
Henley, who lost her City Council 
seat in the May eojincilmanic elec- 
tion, will no lOTger be serving. 

Following the meeting Monday, 
when council amended the master 
plan to include the road to Pungo, 
Henley said that there is nothing in 
the numerous studies of the area 
that suggests this road. 

The road will go on the master 
plan as a 150-foot major arterial 
from London Bridge Road south to 
the current intersection of West 
Neck Road and Princess Anne 
Road. 

Although die material forwarded 
from the Planning Commission 
states that the road will provide a 
needed north-soudi corridw through 
central Virginia Beach, Henley 
pointed out Uiat no back-up mate- 
rial or figures were provided to 
sappon the need. She said no traffic 
generation data or numbers of any 
sort wCTe given to justify the road. 
TTierc is no reason for the road 
"unless you're expecting ttaffic to 
come in and out." 

"This was a vrte on the Com- 
prehensive Plan," added Council- 
num John D. Moss, who also will 
no longer be m couiKil when the 
plan comes up fw ccmsideration. 

Henley was further annoyed by 
the nanning Commission's, which 
recommended the j^option of the 
amendment. sp^KRi disregard for 
die wetlands of West N«;k Creek 
thnM^ which the road would go. 
This, she said, at a lime when the 
city was ttying to be cooperative 
wiUi the U.S. Cc^s of Engineers 
and the Environmental ProlecliOT 
Agency. 

Henley, the Pungo Borough 
couKilwoman, has long chamm- 
oncd planned growih ai^ a dqjartdfe 
fioro da way the city has develqp^ 
so far, eq)ecially in die mostly un- 



develq)ed soudiem aid of Uie city. 

At a work session Monday she 
appealed to council to discuss a re- 
port. Crossroads: Two Growth Al- 
ternates for Virginia Beach, pre- 
sented by consultants on March 19. 
"At least talk about it," she said. 
"We spent $400,000 and two years 
and dien put it on a shelf." 

The consultants are the same 
group that prepared a report on 
TDR's (transfer development rights) 
in November 1989 and the Court- 
house/Sandbridge area study — 
Rogers. Golden and Halpern, 
Siemon, Larsen and Purdey and 
Hammer, Siler and George Associ- 
ates. 

Council hasn't been given a pre- 
sentation of the study yet, Henley 
said. 

H»iley did manage to get a date, 
June 18, before the council meet- 
ing, for a showing of an hour-long 
tape which says you can cut down 
on depending on the automobile. 

Henley supports a concept of 
small villages which will be self- 
sustaining enough to discourage 
automobile traffic. She also sup- 
ports further development of mass 
transportadon. 

"We don't allow people to get 
any place but by getdng into a est" 
she said. She said Uiis may make 
die automobile people happy, but 
"we have all die analyses here and 
die opportunity to do it right. Don't 
look at what we have done as the 
way we should continue . . . Au- 
thority after Authority says the 
same diing." 

She circulated among council 
members a copy of the June issue 
of the Virginia Business magazine 
which discusses the "man-made 
jungle" of N(»them Virginia and its 
traffic problems. The article, enti- 
ded Suburban Crawl, cites the 
manner in which land use has been 
"disfigured as the primary culprit." 

The road is 30 years in the future 
but Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that die city should have it (m 
die plan to keep its c^Kions open.

, Council voted separately on die 
segments of the road north and 
soudi of die Green Line but die en- 
tire road plan was approved.

D. Sessoms Jr., and John L. Perry 
and Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress. 

Voting against approval were 
Councilmen Albert Baiko and John 
D. Moss, and Councilwomen Hen- 
ley and Nancy Parker, and Mayor 
Meyera Obemdaf. 

For the segment north of Uie 
Green line die vote was 7-4 widi 
Henley Moss, Obemdorf and Paricer 
dissenting. 

Henley said diat the roads seems 
to be going through undevelopable 
lands. 

Scou replied diat "some areas 
were questionable but that's true of 
many nxds." 

Henley also pointed out diat the 
building going on in the area now 
is und^ the comprehensive plan and 
such a road if needed for develop- 
ment should have been anticipated. 

Rae LeSesne, the only speaker 
on the issue, said diat the city has 
not learned from past historj^rom 
its mistakes in planning.

Why are 
we taUdng tboat diis section before 
tiw «miprehensive plan south of 
die Green Line . . . when widiin 
die next diree mondis we will have 
plan?" 

Scott replied diat changes have 
occurred. He said that die northern 
portim of die road is essential. 

Bttiffl said diat "po(y planning is 
what die peqple love ..."

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July 1, localities will be limited by 
the State law's provisions. 

City CouncU will consider die 
ordinances at its June 1 1 meeting. 

The ordinances address the 
preservation and planting of trees 
on residential lots and along resi- 
dential streets widiin new develop- 
ments, parking k>t lands:iq)ing, off- 
street pvking. parking regulations 
in townhouse developments, right- 
of-way and pavement widdis. and 
curbs and gutters and storm sewers 
and drainage. 

At last week's council work ses- 
sion. Planning Director Robert J. 
Scott reviewed the ordinance. He 
said diat die tree ordinance requires 
tree plantings ((x replacements in 
new residential subdivisions, as 
well as die protection of existing 
trees during construction. 

The number of trees required is 
determined by lot size and the types 
of b'ees recommoided are on a list 
attached to the (Mdin^Ke. Also in- 
cluded are non-acceptable tree 
species such as die alver maple, 
the mimosa, the chinaberry and 
black chary. 

The trees on die "no" list are 
there because of rarious slKxtam- 
ings — objectionable fruit, poor 
drainage, insects, short lives, 
disease and dToisive odor. 

The landscaping package also 
contams ^lecifKatkMis and standards 
{<x die administration and taifwce- 
ment of die residential free plant- 
ing, preservatiwi and replacement- 
ordinaicSe. 

The (wking lot provisions a|^y 
to lots widi ten or more spaces. 
The parking lot and foundation or- 
dinance generally requires a 
landscaping site plan for piffking 
lots, commercial ami iwWic IwUd- 
ings, parking gara^s, dumpstcrs 



and odio" trash recqitacles and load- 
ing docks. 

Standards and specifications ac- 
companying the oridinance are ^- 
cific in how propoty should be 
landscaped to cany oitt the intent of 
die ordinam:e, and here again, ^- 
ceptable and mm-accqit^le lists of 
trees are included. 

For parking lot intmcv coverage, 
die landscape! area required has beoi 
increased from 15 to 30 square feet 
for each required paridng space. 

Scott said diat die only iHt>blem 
experienced in parking in shewing 
centers is with restaurant parking. 
Hie ordinance pertaining to off- 
street parking requirements ad- 
dresses this problem with specific 
requirements for restaurants. 

CounciUnan Harold Heischober 
said diat he had obsoved diat park- 
ing in small colters seems to be 
more congested dian parking in 
large centos. 

Scott replied diat in small cen- 
ters, widi a number of uses, one 
use may overwhelm all the others.

"I Record Anything" 

Recording Studio Owner Bob Smitli Makes 
Tapes For Popular Local Bands; His Business Be- 

gainAsAHobby

When Bob Smith was a col- 
lege stud«it at Virginia Tech, he 
nevw would have imagined that 
playing in a band would lead him 
to owning his own recording 
studio. 

Smith, 30, used to play guitar 
fOT the Janitors, a well known 
local band. But then he decided to 
branch out on his own and began 
writing and recording his own 
msttoial. In the meantime, he put 
his communications degree to 
work and sold advertising for 
m(xe than duee years. 

When he had finally saved up 
enough money. Smith invested 
in some reconUng equipment and 
began recording his music, as 
well as other bands', in his home. 

"It was just a hobby," the 
Chick's Beach resident said. "It's 
kind of like a dream." 

A little more than a year ago. 
Smith opened the 1,500-square-' 
foot Earworks studio, a 16-track 
recording facility on Cleveland 
Street. 

"I record anything; bands, ra- 
dio/TV music, voiceovers. Occa- 
sionally I get to do a jingle for a 
cranmercial," Smith said. 

Since starting his business. 
Smith said he has recorded for 
about 35 bands, many of them 
from Virginia Beach. Nwfolk and 
the Peninsula. Snne of the bands 
who frequent his studio are The 
Ledge, The Janitors. Left Wing 
Facists. Antic Hay and the 
Mockos. he said. 

Smith, along with a part-time 
engineer, takes control of the 
studio as soon as the band walks 
in. First, the band sets up and 
Smith a^ them what kind of a 
final sound they desire. He then 
mikes the drums, white the guitar 
players and keyboards are in 
separate rooms with headphones 
on, and rolls the tape. 

Smith said the band's main 
goal is a good drum and bass 
track. After the song is played, 
the guitar player can redo his part 
to make sure he has the right 
sound. If the band has a keyboard 
player, he goes next, overdubbing

his sound. The vocals are done 
last 

"You put all the instruments 
on their own track. It gives you 
control over each instrument's 
sound," said Smith. "Then you 
mix it." 

While mixing, each track 
comes through a mixing board 
where any special effects can be 
added. This is where Smith bal- 
ances the levels of each track. 

"The sound you get is some- 
thing diat is tight and punchy," 
he said.

Smith said e«;h song takes a 
different loigth of time to record, 
depending both on the band and 
the song. One band, he said, took 
30 hours to record two songs. 
Another only took six hours to 
record one song. The studio is 
open Monday through Friday 
firom 9 a.m. until whenever the 
. last bwd leaves. 

"Most bands don't have much 
money so they try to get in and 
out as fast as they can," he said. 

The cost to record in Smidi's 
staidio varies. If a band wants to 
be billed, it will run them $60 
per hour. If diey pay cash it's 
$40. 

Smith said that most of the 
bands that record widi him come 
in to cut a demo t^)e of four or 
five songs to use to shop for la- 
bels or to get booked in clubs. 
He said die finished product is 
put on a master tape, which is 
used to make cassettes. 

"You can definitely make a 
band. Not that any of those bands 
sound bad live. You can put a 
little polish on them in the stu- 
dio," said Smidi, who added that 
some of "his" bands have signed 
on with record companies and 
have put out compact discs. 

Smith's studio is just one of 
three 16-track facilities in the 
area, he said. Th^e are also diree 
others that record out of houses, 
and two 24-track studios. 

Since he's given up playing 
die guitar. Smith said he plans to 
continue recording, but he would 
like to expand his business. 

"I also want to get into more 
of the advertising work. To do 
Uiat I want to go digital," he said. 

Whether he expands or not 
SmiUi is still keeping busy. His 
studio has been booked every day 
for the last ihrec months, he said. 
Now, business has slowed down 
to two or three bands pet w^k. 

"The way our business goes, 
it's feast or famine. I diink I'm 
coming off of a feast," he said. 

Smith is in the process of 
compiling a compact disc of 
bands he's recorded, which he said 
will be available in August. The 
proceeds will benefit the March 
of Dimes. 

"They're what I consido- all the 
best s(Migs," he said.

Dorer's Mountain - Trashmore - 
has come a long way since the first 
yellow garbage truck pulled up to 
dump its smelly load of heaven- 
knows-what. and the seagulls zeroed 
in for the feed. The best testament 
to the genius of Dorer's idea is 
Trashmore II, rising off CentCTville 
Turnpike. 

Today, the homely trash heap has 
sprouted new plumage. Time, labor 
and vision have wwked a metamcM'- 
phasis.

Jdnison added diat because (tf die 
mail bombs, several federal and 
state judges have begun Kreening 
their nudl.

Special Education Classes On The Road Again

When the close of this school year arrives I will be closing boxes and 
saying good-bye to my school of the last four years. My classroom of 
Special Education students is being moved, yet again, to another school. In 
my growing city school system, with houses popping up faster than 
portable classrooms. Special Education classes have become mobile. When 
I began teaching in 1979, in a special education class for Tmmb\& Retarded 
secondary students, I was prepared to teach the children; what I was not pre-

The moving process is more than just moving our belongings. We will 
spend hours preparing for this move and questions will abound. "What is 
the name of our new school?" "What is the principal's name?" "What does 
he look like?" "Do you know the school colors and mascot?" These an- 
swers come easily, and with continued drill, my students will begin to learn 
the new information.' A visit to our new school will reinforce these answers 
but will bring new questions. "Where will our room be?" "Who will be 
our P.E. teacher?" Unfortunately, the answers to these questions are not

available to me and therefore not to my students. My job to prepare them 
has become more difficult because I can no longer answer their questions.

Each child's lEP must be written and include individual goals, the 
staff who will teach those goals, resource classes and amount of time for 
each. It is difficult to write what you do not know; however, I must ask 
each parent to agree to a program that is not in place, staff that has not been 
hired and schedules that have not been developed.

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Council Adopts Long-Awaited Tree Ordinance Before Deadline 



Virginia Beach City Council 
adopted its long-awaited tree ordi- 
nance Monday, soon enough to 
make the June 30 deadline. After 
that date. State tree legislation will 
be in effect, placing a limit on 
measures localities can take to pro- 
tect and iweserve trees. 

For a while, though, it appeared 
that the cvdinance, and other related 
ordinances adopted Monday, would 
become endangered species. 

Speakers for the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Tidewater Builders 
Association and the utilities indus- 
tfies, who all said they supported 
the ordinances, sought concessions 
Mid deferrals of up to 60 days. 

Locket Gamett, of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the South 
Hampton Roads Coordinating Board 
for Public Utilities, said that the 
utilities industry supported most of 
the ordinances, but was concerned 
about a provision to require tree 
planting in the right-of-way of new 
subdivisions. He said that the dig- 
ging might damage cable and other 
utilities in the right-of-way. 

He was supported by Tom Ross, 
of Cox Cable. 

In adopting the ordinance, coun- 
cil requested the utilities interests to 
work with the city to find a solu- 
tion to the problem. Gamett sug- 
gested planting trees behind the 
sidewalks on private propoty. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
who with Councilwoman Nancy 
Paiko- has worked oi the ordinance 
for almost two years, said to Ross, 
"you don't do a good job with trees. 
... We all recognia (the right-of- 
way coijflict) as a point of con- 
cern." ^hc asked why Virginia 
Beach is §0 different from other 
communities. 

Ma jrar Meyaa Obemdorf pnnted 
out that the city was spending moie 
than a million dollars at tl» Beach- 
front placing lines underground and 
planting trees - in the right-of-way. 
McClanan agreed. "We're spendii^ 
all that money to tl» Oceanfiontl" 
F^rico- ad^. "I've had Cox Cable 
come through my yard and try to 
kiU my trees and tlKsy refine to die. 
How (to they «to this in other 

localitiK? We're i»t trying to do 
somcUiing dift^jrail" 
City Attorney Leslie Lillcy said 



that an easemeat and a dght-of-way 
is not the same. 'To say diat the 
city can't use the right-of-way for 
oth»' purposes would be wrong." 

"Are there no other landscaping 
ordinances in Virginia or any place 
else? Do we have a precedent 
somewhere?" 

In other communities, said Mc- 
Clanan, the utilities work with the 
localities. "No, I don't think we're 
unique." 

Ordinances i^^xoved included: 

• Parking lot landscaping and 
foundaticxi landscaping. 

• The tree ordinance, establishing 
regulations and requirements for tree 
planting, preservation and replace- 
ment on residential lots and along 
residenti^ streets for new subdivi- 
sions. 

• Off-street parking requirements 
and reduced parking stall lengths. 
Developers are given credits for 
more off street parking space. 

• Paiicing regulations €or town- 
house development, and right-of- 
way and pavement widths. 

Michael Barrett, representing 
Roger Pierce, chairm w of the board 
of the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, urged adoption of the 
parking lot laiulsc^ing and founda- 
tion landscaping ordinance, but 
only if the reduced parking lengths 
provisions were adopted. He said 
that the Chamber was not prepared 
to support the tree ordinance at this 
time so that something could be 
worthed out with the utilities. He 
said that while the Chamber sup- 
ported most of the ordinances, it 
wanted a deferral of parking regula- 
tions in townhouse development 
and right-of-way and pavement 
widths and c<^j|^. gutters, storm 
sewos and drainage. 

Barrett said that die ordinaire 
compensating devel(^)ers for more 
stringent requirements in town- 
house (fevelqpment, curbs, gutters 
and streets were not available until 
May 23. 

Shelia GairiscHi, re{xesenting the 
Tidewater Builders Association, 
asked fw a 30-day defotal of three 
OTdinaiK«s, including the tree ordi- 
nance. Gamett r^iw^ed a 60-day 

CoutK:il also q^»oved an csdi- 
mnce permitting the public woxks 
diieciCK' to waive curbs and eutters. 



Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
suggested that the city should also 
consider a provision that if such a 
variance is granted, the property 
owners should have in their deeds a 
restriction on petitioning the city to 
put curbs and gutters at a later date. 



She asked that the ^projMiate paper 
work on the restriction be brought 
back in two weeks. 

The vote on the curbs and gutters 
ordinance was ^^roved by a vote of 
7-3 with Henley, Obemdorf and 
Parker dissenting. 



In another ordinance regulating 
the construction of communication 
towers, the city amended the pro- 
posal to require that towers should 
not be within 200 feet (from 100 
feet) of an existing home. 



The vote on the communication 
towers was 9-1 with McClanan 
dissenting. She said she had con- 
cerns about the setback, the land- 
scaping and a number of other 
things. 



Council Agrees To Begin Lake Gaston Construction 



With some litigation still pend- 
ing, Virginia Beach City Council 
decided unanimously Monday to 
start construction of the Lake Gas- 
ton pipeline. 

Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Wamstaff said that the "risks asso- 
ciated with litigation are small 
compared with the risks of not pro- 
ceeding wiUi the project." 

Wamstaff said that the first 
phase, which is ready to bid, is for 
76 miles of pipeline and a pump 
station at Lake Gaston. 

The first contract will be awarded 
for the major above-ground river 
and stream crossings. The bid pro- 
cess is expected to take 60 to 90 
days. Facilities authorized Monday 
include 1 1 construction conttdcts. 

Wamstaff said that since the pro- 
ject was such a large one, covwing 
a four-year constmcUon period, it 
would attract attention from con- 
tractors nati(Kiwi(k. 

The $219 million project in- 
cludes 84 miles of 60-inch pipeline 
from Pea Hill Creek, Lake Gaston 
to Norfolk raw water fsK:ilities in 
Isle of Wight and Suffolk, an intake 
pump station at Pea Hill Creek, and 
a Booster pump station in Isle of 
Wi^t. Aiq>roximately $16 mil- 
lion has bc«n spent on the im}ject 
so far. 

The project will yield 60 million 
pllons of water each day. Chesa- 
peake is a on-sixth partner on the 
project. 

Wamstaff said that the Norfolk 
system, which furnishes water for 
its own citizens, Virginia Beach, 
military bases in both cities, and 
pan of Chesapeake, could not meet 
future (femand for water in Virginia 
Beadi or preset denumi in tim^ of 
AougfB. 

A study of the four major 
droughts since 1930 (1930. 1953- 



54, 1965-68 and 1980-81) shows a 
frequency of 16-year int^vals. He 
said, however, that it was impossi- 
ble to predict the next drought and 
that the city fases a short-term 
problem as well as a long-term 
problem. 

Of the six suits filed in connec- 
tion with the project, two are in 
Fedoal court and four in state court. 
Of the six, the city prevailed in 
four, but two of these decisions 
have been appealed. One involves 
the litigation in Federal court initi- 
ated in 1984 which challenged the 
pemut granted for the project by the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers. In 
February of this year, a Federal 
court in Raleigh, N.C. mled in fa- 
vor of the Corps. 

The other federal suit involves 
riparian rights in North Carolina 
held in obeyance pending the out 
come of other litigation. 

Also pending is a local consen 
lawsuit filed by Mecklenberg anc 
Halifax Counties where local con 
sent was needed for a storage res» 
voir. 

Virginia Beach won a wat^ re- 
source recovery fee lawsuit in De- 
cember 1989 but Uiat decision wa' 
appcaki in Jviuary. 

The city will use that fee and in 
creased utility rates, which have al- 
ready been a^MOved, to finance the 
project. 

Two other suits which have been 
settled were brought by two pop- 
erty owno^ and Brunswick County. 

Maguire Associates, consulting 
firm associated with the project 
since the beginning, will continue 
to be consultant during the con- 
Siucticm. 

Councilwoman Barb^a Henley 
sakl that tl% city has been oiticizal 
lately fcM^ using consultants wl^n 
tb& staff night do the j<^. She 



asked the constriction management 
could not be done by the staff. 

Wamstaff said that the city would 
have to hire additional people or 
hire a consultant because the de- 
partment is staffed to handle ap- 
proximately $416 million worth of 
projects a year. He said that using 
a consultant would be more cost- 
effective. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
asked that Wamstaff supply the 
names of people on the consultants 
staff with experience in laying 
pipeline. 

Wamstaff said that part of the 
engineer's role is to evaluate the 
contract "Our goal is to constmct 



a contract in such a fashion we get 
the best value for our citizens. 

Information supplied by the staff 
states that "if the city waits to re- 
solve all existing contingencies be- 
fore starting consttiiction in all 
likelihood thoe will be a new bateh 
which will have arisen or have been 
created by project opponents int he 
meantime. It is impossible to pre- 
dict the future or provide guarantees 
with respect to the existing litiga- 
tion or the outcomes of future 
regulatory and legal hurdles, but 
existing law, regulations and prece- 
^nts indicate that Uie city should 
prevail."

In the June 3 issue of the Rich- 
mond Times Dispatch, a 
"Consumer" column listed chariB- 
ble organizations which are pamit- 
ted to use contributions for non- 
charitable purposes. The Tidewater 
National Sudden Infant Death Syn- 
drane Foundation, the fomer name 
of the Tidewater Guild for Infant 
Survival, Inc.. was one. 

J. Michael Wright, manager of 
the Office of Registrations of the 
State Division of Consumer Af- 
fairs, also infcvmed McClanan in a 



letter dated June 7 that the National 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome 
Foundation is not registered to so- 
licit contributions in Virginia be- 
cause die organization has failed to 
re-register.

Do you ever wonder what hap- 
praed to the men out there who 
went off to fight a war and made it 
back relatively intact?

In 1940, Jim Stancil, a country 
boy crazy about baseball, quit 
N(Hlh Carolina State and enlisted in 
the Marine Corps. It was a fortu- 
itous move. He was later to meet 
and marry his wife, Betty, while 
stati(M)ed in NewpCHt, R.I. 

At Paris Island, S.C. three 
weeks after enlistment his drill 
sng^nt tossed out a cliche. 'This," 
he said, "is where we separate the 
n^ fran the boys!"

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Widi die boxes packed and die paperwoik completed, die studrats and I 
will go home for die summer knowing only die preliminary work is com- 
pleted. I will keep my fmgers crossed diat all my boxes arrive at die right 
school, I will have die necessary furniture, uid unanswered questions will 
have answers by die time school is to begin in August 

I will arrive a week before most teachers to put my classroom togedio* 
from the ground up. Unpacking boxes will only be the beginning. My 
next task i^ to make contacts diat will ensure my students a successful year. 
I will visit the nurse, assistant principal, cafeteria manager and media spe- 
cialist. The nurse will be briefed on medication needs as well as chronic^y 
ill children. The assistant in'incipal will have woriced out our lunch, P.Ej> 
and resource class schedule; my continued wish for a planning time may' 
even be answered. 

The cafeteria manago* will need to know diat some students are non-v^- 
bal and will need to point to food choices. The media specialist can supply 
me widi a much needed record playtt, language master, ti^ recordet and oc- 
casionally a VCR. I hope to have all this accomplished before the students 
arrive. 

When die students arrive our goal is simple - teach diem to be indepen- 
dent, yet part of die school system. Our days will be filled with teaching 
new names, learning new places and occasionally getting lost. My assistant 
and I will spend our time following behind our students to guide them if 
needed, or secredy che^ng when diey reach die right destination. While 
some will learn to fmd die baduxxm in a few days, odiers will take die year 
to master die route. 

Our first year won't be easy. The school and my class will spend a lot of 
time getting to know one anodier. Experience tells me diat each year in die 
same school will be better dian die one before; however, it also tells me not 
to get comfortable because our future is dictated by enrollment increases. 

Enrollment increases have forced special classes to portables out back while, 
in my case we are moved from school to school. 

Aldiough Special Education classes have made positive moves out of 
boiler rooms and basements of die past, our duee moves in 11 years have 
not been altogether positive experiences. Perhaps this time will be differ- 
ent And when I unpack die boxes, perhaps I caa throw them away.

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Chesapeake Health Depl Advises On Abortions; No Alternatives Given

As most Chesapeake residents 
know, abortion is a controversies 
issue throughout the country. Pro- 
lifers argue that the abortion of cm 
unborn child is murder, whUe oth- 
ers believe that the deciaon to abort 
is solely the woman's choice. . 

When a woman finds out that she 
is pregnant and she does not want 
the child, what can she do? At this 
point in time, abortions in Virginia 
are legal services provided by doc- 
tors in private facilities. But not in 
Chesapeake. 

The following story is not de- 
signed to take a stance on the issue, 
but to provide i/rformation to those 
who are interested in what a Chesa- 
peake woman must go through to 
obtain a legal abortion. 

TiKfe were 235 teen^e abortions 
in Chesapeake in 1988, according 
to the Chesapeake Health Depart- 
ment. Elevm of these wtMnen woe 
repoted to be mder the age (rf^ 15. 

Protesters in Nmfolk have held 
sit-downs at die Hillcrest Clinic. 
Called Operation Rescue, the 
prc^stors attempted to physically 
stop women from entering the 
clinic. They later faced crimimd 
chvges. As you know, diere are 
two sides to ev«y story. 

For an issue of this importarux 
and magnituik. it would seem sp- 
ivq;viate that we. as a community, 
shiNild undra^taod the imxess of 
teenage dxxtions m our city.

"We never suggest alternatives to 
diem." said Sue Taykv. head nurse 
at die healdi department "We just 
provide diem with infomation." 

At die counselling session widi 
the health department, {wegnant 
wiMuen are intomed of what re- 
sources are available to them. "We 
utilize a pregnaiKy wheel like the 
ones doctOTs use," Taylor said, "to 
determine how far along the preg- 
nancy is." - 

If a woman cIkmscs to have an 
abortion in Chesapeake, ste is re- 
ferred to anodic agency. 

Hillcrest Clinic in Norfolk is 
"locally, the only agency in the 
area" to provide abortion services, 
acc(n^ng to Suzette Hughes, die 
clinic's direcUM' of cOTimunity edu- 
cati(n and public relatiois. Scxne 
{Mivate physicians provide abortkMi 
services vo dieir kmg-dme ptoiaits, 
however, Hughes said, "local 
physicians are generally pretty 
cranfcxtable rderring diem to as." 

Hillcrest Clinic also offors free 
pregnancy testing to women, 
allowing the entire ^ttoocsi to be 
doiK mskie the Norfdk clinic. Af- 
ter die tt^ (tf pr^^icy hu bees 
(feMniiwd, the wcMum is faced 
widi die dilemma of what to do. 

In Virginia, only first truoMter 
abortions cw be performed in a 
clink. Any tiibia abortkm service 
must be p^wmed u a hospital 
setting and a diflierent type of 
procedure is idilized.

doctors, howew. Hillcrest has al- 
ways used only OBGYNs to per- 
form die service in its clinic, said 
Hughes. 

"It is one of die safest surgeries 
in the United States," Hughes said, 
"widi less than one percent having 
any complications." Included in the 
one percent are die possibilities of 
infection, uterine perforation and 
incomplete abortion. The clinic 
prescribes tetracycline to all of its 
patimts in order to fight infection 
after the abortion is completed. 
"We also require a check-up after 
two weeks," she s^id, "and ask that 
they frequently check their 
temperature." 

Ilie entire D and C procedure 
takes iqiproximately eight to ten 
minutes to perfcHin, howev^, a pa- 
tient must undergo counselling 
pri(V to her surgery. "Any woman 
who comes in for abortion services 
goes throu^ two phases," Hughes 
said. The groiqi counselling goes 
over birth control methods, shows 
the patient the instrumoits diat will 
be used during die procedure and 
discusses emotional and physical 
affecieffects. 

The patient then enters an indi- 
vidual counseling session. During 
this portion of the process, the 
counselor assesses the woman's 
mc^ves, siqqxirt system and feel- 
ings. The counsetor makes sure 
Uutt the individual is not being 
forced uito her deciskm and will be 
al^ to live widi the decisi(» after 
the procedure is over. Hughes said 
diat "if we feel a poson is not a 
good candidate for an abwtion, we 
and dmn hone.' The altemadves 
to dxKtm are discussed and die 
pttiat discuses her reasons lot 
wBUug 10 have die D and C. 

Acceding to Hughes, "each 
woraui has her own pownal rea- 
son." itowever, te most pqmlar 
ud frecpjettly heard re^on is diat 
tte womn u 'aaotioadly ami fi- 
nndaUy ua ppqw OTd lo Nive die 
cUhS or 10 tave nodie child."

The aftereffect! of the opention could 
leave emotional ican on some women. 
However, Hughes stated that during 
post-abortion counselling most of the 
women are emotionally strong. They 
often feel "sadness at making this very 
difficult decision, but also relief.' Less 
than one percent have any emotional 
problems after the procedure. 

After the operation is performed, the . 
patients stay in the clinic about one 
more hour for a rest period. All in all, 
the wonan will be in the clinic for four 
to six houn. 

Hie fee for the service is based on 
how far along the woman is into her 
pregnancy. Depending on what stage the 
woman is in, the fee ranges from $250 to 
$400. 

Hughes said that the rate for teenage 
abortions versus teenagers having the 
baby is roughly 50 percent. Ninety -one 
percent of abortions performed are done 
. so within the first trimester time period. 
Only eight percent of the abortions 
performed are pregnancies between 13 
and 20 weeks. 

Hughes said that the D and C 
procedure is 'obviously much much safer" 
than it was 10 to IS years ago. 
"Certainly when it was illegal it wasn't 
safe at sit. Conditions are much more 
sterile now.' 

There is s«ne controversy among 
physicians about how many abortions 
can jeopardize the future fertility of a 
woman. The research is real varied," 
Hughes said. Some doctors believe that 
after three abottians there is a risk to the 
mother of carrying a baby to full tenn, 
however some doctors believe that seven 
to eight abortions can be performed on 
an individaal. 

Hillcrest C3iiiic's policy is that when 
an individual comes to the clinic who 
has had a prior abortion, the counselor 
ditcBSses the possibility of future 
difficulties with the ptfient so that 'they 
are informed when making their 
dedsion," said Hngtes. 

According to Hughes, the U.S. Sur- 
geon General has iiraed a report that 
says low birth weight, Imih ^fecu or 
any other alMOtmslity at fainh 'are no 
more freqaeal in wMnen who htm 
ex^ri^ced aa •b<Mti<M than in the 
gemni popyl^ioB of woa^t".

Wild animals such as raccoons, 
wild rabbits, squirrels, opossum, 
liz»ds, turtles and birds, are defined 
as anything not classified as a pet, 
according to Susan Wagner, Vir- 
ginia Beach SPCA education direc- 
tor. 

Wagner's p /ise to anyone who 
runs into (hic of these animals is: 
"Leave the animus akxie!" 

Wagner is currently conducting 
programs for children ages five 
through 12 at area lilnaries on how 
to handle strange animals. Wagno- 
said she stresses the "three L's:" 
lode at them, learn about them and 
leave them atone. 

"We emphasize the fact that the 
animals are very nice, but they're 
not pets. They're not to be touched 
or hand fed," she said. 

Eugene Ruffin, the city's Animal 
Control Bureau supervisor, said 
SfM'ing and summer are prime 
seasons for wiM animals to emerge. 
He said the bureau has received 
"numerous" calls to retrieve these 
wild animals, especially raccoons.

Brazier, Lanteigne Won't Lose Law Enforcement Jobs To Take Council Seats

The two pcAkx officers elected to 
City Council in May will take of- 
fice on July 2. But, city employees 
who want to follow suit in the fu- 
ture may not find the way open to 
them. 

■ By a vote of 6-4 on Monday, 
City Council rescinded the section 
in the "Code of Ethics for the Pub- 
: lie Service of the City of Vi^ia 
"' Beach" which restricts political ac- 
tivities of employees. 

Councilman Harold Heischober, 
who requested the action along with 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
said that the resolution is just a 
first step in resolving the problem. 
Heischoba said that the prohibiti(m 
^ould not be in the code of ethics, 
which places uiforcement on the 
city manager, but should be in the 
City Code so that "this shall not 
happen again." 

The discussion and subsequent 
vote was in response to the two 
police officers who won council 
seats in the May election, although 



they had entered the race in viola- 
tion of the city's code of ethics 
which prohibits a city employee 
from holding elective aifkc. 

C^. James W. Brazier defeated 
incumbent Albot W. Balko fw the 
Lynnhaven Borough seat by a vote 
of 17,779 to 16,015, and Sgt. Paul 
J. Lanteigne defeated incumbent 
Councilwoman Barbara M. Henley 
for the Pungo Borough seat by a 
vote of 17,047 over 16,044. 

Rae LeSesne, of Kempsville, the 
only citizra to speak on the issue, 
warned that the action would not 
enhance the city, the council or the 
police officers and that having the 
officers on council would place an 
unfiur burden on the city. 

He said that the resolution 
adopted by council was ctesigned for 
two q)ecific cases and does not take 
a broad qjproach. He asked whether 
the city was opening a Pandora's 
box. 

He said that it was unrealistic to 
believe the city manager would feel 
free to act when issues affecting the 
emptoyeesse being consi(tered. He 
said that since the City of Virginia 



Beach is the city's largest employer, 
it is conceivable that the Council 
consist entirely of city employees, 
which might make it imposable to 
run the city effectively. 

Councilman Jdm A. Baum said 
the candidacy and the election of the 
officers was a surprise and that the 
resolution appeared to be the best 
way to address the problem, or else 
"have a nightmare" after July 1. 

Balko pointed out that tht two 
candidates were bid to take a leave 
of ateence during the campaign and 
also were told they would not have 
a city job if elected to Council. 

"If we repealed what we have, 
what is to say the city manager, the 
boss, is not really the boss?" he 
asked. "This is a very demanding 
job." 

At his Lynnhaven Borough 
breakfast on Saturday, he said, 90 
of the 92 persons present were 
against the resolutton. He said that 
he would "feel the same way if 
these two individuals w»e my best 
frkaids."

Curriculum Revisions And Assessment Needed For Future

After listening, questioning and talking with hundreds of teachers and 
parents. I feel that I must publicly endcn^ the K-12 Curriculum Project as 
being an important step in preparing our children for the 21st century. 

The project has four facets. The first involves identifying skills and 
learning objectives i<x each grade level and each course that wiU be c^fered 
to students in the Virginia Beach school system. Objectives that will be 
approved for next faU include kindergarten, language arts grades 1 through 
6, earth science, biology, physics, chemistry, algelnaic foundations and 
social studies. Objectives will be developed for other courses over the next

five years. 

Assessment is the second facet of the curriculum project The system 
intends to develop critaion reference tests to measure if students are learn- 
ing the objectives they are intended to leam. This assessment will com- 
plement state mandated standardized achievement testing in grades four, 
eight wd eleven. 

Teachers have many questions regarding how this assessment process 
will be implemented. How many days of instruction will be lost to test-, 
ing? How will the scores of children that attoid one school be compared to 
scores in another school? Will the data be useful in helping to improve

Giving teacho'S opportunities to find out more about the instriM:tional 
strategies that work best with the new curriculum is also a big part of the' 
project Reports from the teachers that are currently attending courses oni 
instnictiorad strategies are favorable. 

As I understand it, it will take several years before all teachers have the 
opportunity to receive direct training. Time, as always, is a big factor.

There Are Many Ways To "Salute" The Flag Or Friends 




A few weeks ago, I had three foreign students as house guests. They 
were members of the Up With People cast which performed a show at the 
Amphibious Base Theater. During their visit the Canadian student ii^quired 
about the tradition of the 21-gun salute. 

Little did 1 know how little I knew about "salutes" when I promised to 
research this and send him die answer! Webster's Third International Dic- 
tionary shows diat die word "salute" comes from die Latin "salut" - or 
"salus" meaning healdi and safety. Salute is defined as a speech or gesture 
expressing welcome, recognition or courtesy. 

In addition, a salute can be a sign, tcken or ceremony, such as a kiss or 
bow expressing goodwill or good manners. In Colonial days, young pec^le 
were taught to bow and curtsy to salute dieir elders and show respect 
Fraicns and diose practicing Judo bow to one anodier prior to a match, 
perhaps to indicate diat it is to be a friendly bout On die odier hand, prize 
fighters touch gloves prior to die commencement of dieir fight Then. Uie 
winner often salutes die audience or himself after a win by clasping his 
hands over his head! 

Next. I consulted our very old World Book Encyclopedia, published way 
back in 1961 when our sods were in %hool. It explains that a "salute" is a 
gesture of greeting, courtesy or recognition, such as a handshake. Salutes

Gaskins said approximately 12 
Virginia Beach jet skiers, 
including long time rider Barry 
Hull, will compete in the race at 
tlK expert level. Expert, he said, 
is ranked between novice and 
professional. 

Hull, owner of Virginia Beach 
Jet Ski, is a 12-year veteran of 
the spsxt The Birchwood residrat 
said he's always had a passion for 
the water. 

"I've always loved the water. 
As soon as I saw a jet ski I knew 
it was for me," he said. 

The Txx will take place at 16di 
Street and the boardwalk in an 
area of the ocean the size of a 
football field. There will be three 
main events over the course of 
the weekend. The most popular 
event is the closed course, where 
the skiers race around the course, 
darting in betweoi buoys. 

The second event is the 
slalom, similar to slalcnn water- 
skiing. It is a timed, individual 
rider event 

In the final event, freestyle 
riders perform trick routines. 
They have two minutes to 
enteitain the audience and impress 
judges with all the hot moves 
they can musta*. Some examples 
of freestyle tricks are 180-degree 
turns, sinking the ski underwater, 
tail stands and riding backwards. 

"It'll probably be the aowd 
pleaser," Gaskins said. 

Gaskins, a Hunt Club Fcmst 
resident, said there will be about 
20,000 spectatffl^ at the race, not 
including the crowds already on 
the beach for the holiday 
wedcoxL 

At 31, Gaskins has been jet 
doing for several years. He rides, 
he said, for the thrill and the 
freedom. 

"Once you're on it, you're 
hooked," he said. "I would like to 
see more people get involved." 

Gaskins said contrary to 
popular belief, jet skis are (me of 
the safest of po^onal watercrafts. 
Jet skis, which are classified as 
boats, must be registered. Ski 
owners must also pay personal 
property taxes and follow the 
same rules at sea as boms do. 

"They're designed with tlK ut-

most safety. You don't find that 
in a boat," said Gaskins. 

Jet skiers participating in the 
race are requb^d to wear helmets 
and life jackets. Many also 
choose to wear wet suits or 
protective body gear. Stock skis 
can go up to 39 miles per hour 
and racing skis, which are more 
modified, can reach SS mUes per 
hour. 

"They're very quick, but we 
don't have many accidents. You 
have to learn to take risks," 
GaskiiKsaid. 

A jet ski, which is 10 feet 
long and weighs about 350 
pounds, immediately stops when 
a rider falls off, turns around in a 
circle and comes back to the rider. 

"The crafts themselves are not 
unsafe or explosive. It's all in the 
operator. People have to be 
trained to operate anything," 
Gaskins said. 

Both Hull and Gaskins said the 
sport of jet skiing wasn't popular 
until a few years ago. The USBA 
membership, Gaskins said, has 
doubled to 16,000 in the past few 
years. His local club has 60 
memb^s and is steadily growing. 

"It's such a clean sport. It's so 
much fun," Hull, 32, said. "I 
have a blast riding with 
everybody." 

"It's something to do. It's 
different," Gaskins said. "There's 
been a phenomenal growth in it 
It's something that someone can 
do in an aftonoon." 

Hull became hooked on jet 
siding when he worked in a 



Kawasaki shop, where the skis 
were sold. He had raced 
motorcross and three-wheelers for 
years and began racing jet skis in 
1980. 

Six years ago, he opened up 
his own jet ski business. 

Hull said he's excited about the 
upcoming race. One thing he has 
in his favor, he said, is the Ocean. 
Many jet skiers ride on flat water, 
but Hull always rides on the 
ocean. 

"I feel pretty good about going 
into it. I like to get into it I 
hope I finish fust" he said. 

Gaskins said a $12,000 cash 
purse, as well as trophies and 
gold medals, will be issued as 
prizes to the winners. 

"It'U be a real big event They 
run a first class event," he said. 
"We hope to^ve them what they 
want give them a good show." 

Gaskins said he's hoping that 
the race, which is in its tenth 
year, will make Virginia Beach a 
part of its annual tour. In the 

^meantime, he hopes to hold other 
local events at the beach. He is 
currently planning a series of jet 

' ski races for the fall, hopefully 
ones that can tie into the Neptune 
Festival. 

"It's so invigorating," he said. 
"If the surfs up, we're out. It's 
for people who like to get out 
and have a good time."

Ruffin said he didn't know of any 
incidents where a wild animal has 
hiuen or attacked a person. 

"Normally they're pretty docile 
unless they find a mother with her 
babies. Then they should be left 
alone. They get pretty aggressive," 
he said.

This followed the Preliminary Treaty with Great Britain, but was prior to 
the final Treaty of Riris, signed Septonber 3, 1783, officially ending the 
Revolutionary War. 

Mr. Kane quoted from tfie Magazine of American History, Annual 1880. 
VoL 5, p. 108. "General George Washington and Govemw Gewge ClintOT 
boarded the British ship Ceres, commoided by Sir Guy Carleton, in New 
Ywk harijor to maage fw the British evacuation, and were saluted on their 
arrival. Whoi they departed, 17 guns were fired in honor of Washington's 
rank. New York was evacuated by the British Novemb« 25, 1783." 

EveryoiK should know that men in uniform stand at attention and salute 
while the national anthon is bong played Mid while the flag is raised or 
lowered. Possibly some rules have been changed, but according to ah old 
source, soldiers must salute whether wearing head covering or iiot; while 
Navy men must be wearing head covering when they salute. Since wily 
those in good standing may salute, a ivisoner may not! 

Civilians should place a h^md over the heart when the national anthem is 
played. All should face the flag when rendering this salute, ff there is no 
flag, (Mie should face the music. When boarding or departing a naval vessel, 
officers and enlisted men salute die flag and the officer of the deck.

Donnie Pulley believes that 
Virginia Beach has what it takes 
to host regular professional box- 
ing matches. 

So he's taken it upon himself 
to promote and organize fights 
between some of the city's fa- 
vorite local boxers. His upcom- 
ing "World Class" pro boxing 
match will take place on Satur- 
day, June 30 at 7 p.m. at the 
Dome. 

"It'll take someone persistent 
to hang in there and keep doing 
it," he said. "Virginia Beach has 
the talent, the fans and the facili- 
ties. It's a perfect opportunity 
now to move right on in and do 
it." 

Pulley, who owns a drywall 
and painting company, is a pro- 
moter and that's as far as his 
boxing experience goes, aside 
from occasionally sparring with 
his clients. He currently manages 
local boxers Ric Lainhart and 
Tony Rios. 

Lainhart, a Bayside Villas 
resident and veteran on the box- 
ing circuit, began his career 10 
years ago at the age of 22, he 
said. He said he saw a few local 
fighters in a match at the Dome 
and said to himself, "I can beat 
those guys." His boxing career 
took off at Rogues. 

"I have put on one set of box- 
ing matches at the beach at 
Rogues in 1987. 1 decided to go 
ahead and start back again. 
There's a lot of talent coming 
from Virginia Beach," Pulley 
said. 

Lainhart, who is the only pro- 
fessional fighter in the upcoming 
match, has fought in Atlantic 
City, Italy, England and will 
fight in South Africa next 
month, he said. He has held the 
titles, he said, of Virginia State 
Heavyweight Champion and 
Virginia State Cruiserweight 
Champion, which he lost in 
1984. 

Lainhart, whose record is 22-2, 
is fighting at the light heavy- 
weight level, but his oppon^t is 
a real heavyweight. At 6'0", 190

pounds. Lainhart will take on 
Max Key, a 6'2", 240-pound 
heavyweight from Portsmouth. 

"I think I'm a much better 
boxer than he is. Experience will 
make a big difference," Lainhart 
said. "I'm not scared. I don't like 
fighting guys that big. They hit 
so hard." 

Lainhart, who is sponsored by 
Super Tans on Witchduck Road, 
has always been somewhat of a 
fighter, he said. Growing up in a 
detention home, he often fought 
in the streets as a child. 

"I lite to fight. It's something 
I've always been good at," he 
said. Lainhart currendy works for 
Addington Beamon construction 
company. 

Pulley's career as a pro- 
moter/manager began three years 
ago when Lainhart worked for 
Pulley's drywall and painting 
business, he said. Although he 
only manages two fighters, there 
are several others for whom he 
sets up fights. 

"I meet all these people in the 
gyms sparring and working out. 
It keeps me fired up all the time,' 
the Point O' Woods resident said 
"It keeps me wanting to be in 
volved." 

As a promoter. Pulley con 
fronts the boxers or their man 
agers with the idea of a fight am 
then lines it up. He then gets th< 
okay from the Virginia Athletic 
Commissioner, who makes sure 
that the boxers are matched up 
accwding to weight and records. 

After a fight location is found. 
Pulley then begins advertising 
and finding sponsors. 

"They'll sell a lot of tickets. I 
think they'll win. They've been 
working hard and looking pretty 
good," he said.

' City employees in the futive will 
be prohibited from running for 
public office. 

City Council Monday night nar- 
rowly approved an ordinance which 
puts into the City Code provisions 
contained in the city's Code of 
Ethics, which was rescinded last 
week, to allow two police officers 
to serve on City Council. 

The voting proved to be a cliff- 
hanger when Councilman John L. 
Perry, who had made the motion to 
approve the ordinance, indicated 
orally that he voted on the other 
side, which would have brought the 
vote to a 5-5 tie. Councilman Al- 
bert Balko, who had proposed the 
ordinance, was absent 

On consideration of his vote. 
Perry voted for his motion, bring- 
ing the tally to 6-4. Voting against 
the ordinance were Vice Mayor 
Robert V. Fentress, Councilman 
Harold Heischober, and Council- 
women Barbara Henley and Reba 
McClanan. 

Heischober, in making the mo- 



tion to rescind the Code of Ethics 
last week, had said that the action 
was only the first stq) and that the 
prohibitions should be in the City 
Code so that there would be no 
confusion in the future. 

On Monday he supported Mc- 
Clanan, who said she had a lot of 
questions about the ordinance. She 
said that she saw basic inequities in 
it. She said certain people can run 
for office and certain cannot. She 
noted that she had said she would 
like to discuss it later. Her motion 
for deferral was denied, however, by 
a vote of 4-6, with approval regis- 
tered by Fentress, Heischober, 
Henley and McClanan. 

Henley said diat the ordinance 
was headed in the right direction, 
but it did not have die thorough di- 
rection it needed. 

The ordinance would apply only 
to city employees. It would ex- 
clude School Board employees and 
Constitutional officers. 

Under die ordinance, the two po- 
lice officers elected last spring to 
Council, Capt. James W. Brazier, 
Jr., and Sgt. Paul J. Lanteigne, 
who take office on July 1, would 



not be pennitted to be candidal^ f or 
reelection unless they quit their 
jobs with the city. 

Lanteigne said that "our system 
of government supp(vts reflecting 
the will of the peq)le and not the 
will of government. It w(»ks best 
when all citizens have the right to 
participate." 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
dtat it was his understanding last 
week that C(Mmcil expressed una- 
nimity that this legislation was 
needed. He wanted to know the 
re^on for the ddoral. 

McClanan said that last wedc her 
intent was to allow die two people 
elected by the puUk to serve. 

Moss said he had some ccmcm^ 
also, and diat he is aware that there 
are some defects in the ordinaiK^e. 
But, "we are obligated to deal with 
what is in our cMitrol," he said. 

Perry said that if Council waited, 
it would be unediical for Uie new 
Council membws to vote on the 
proposal. 

Henley said that she was voting 
against the ordinance because oi her 
concerns and because City Council 
needs to reinvestigate the whole 
Code of Ethics. She said Uiat the 
Code should be part of Council's 
action.

Council's Longest (Meetings Ever 



, City Council early Tuesday 
irtioming ended more than two-and- 
a-half hours of often emotional 
comment with the approval of the 
establishment of a single-room oc- 
cupancy (SRO) facility for die 
homeless in Londcm Bridge. 

The facility, which will be Uie 
first of this type in the state, will 
reserve an area for a homeless shel- 
ter, but a limit of one year was 
placed on the shelter permit to al- 
low its review. 

Action on the item, by a vote of 
6-4, came at 2:15 a.m., Tuesday 
morning toward the end of the 
longest Council meetings on 
record. Council started die day at 
City Hall on Monday at 2:45 p.m., 
with informal sessions prior to 
Council's 6 p.m. formal session. 

The meeting also was the last 
one of die fiscal year and the last 
before the new Council takes over 
on July 2. 

The meeting ended at 2:30 a.m. 

Nineteen speakers, not counting 
the applicants and staff, supported 
the re-zoning and use permit for the 
facility. They included advocates 
for die homeless, volunteers with 
agencies that work with the home- 
less and die homeless diemselves. 

Opposing the applications were 
eight residents and business people 
in die community who fear the im- 
pact of the facility on the 
neighborhood. They related inci- 



dents, during die dnee-mondi period 
last winter when the homeless 
shelter was located in the structure 
on Uie site, of urinating in public, 
ttespassing on private property, lit- 
tering, panhandling, breaking-in 
automobiles, as well as drunken- 
ness. 

Among the opposition also were 
some homeless advocates who ob- 
jected to the location and die cost of 
the facility. 

Virginia Mountain Housing, 
Inc., a non-profit agency, was 
granted its request for a change of 
zoning district from B-2 Commu- 
nity Business District to A- 18 
Aparunent District on die nordi 
side of Virginia Beach Boulevard, 
300 feet east of Byrd Lane. The 



l.S-acre parcel is locked at 2420 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

The applicant also was granted a 
conditional use permit for a grmip 
home at the site. 

Virginia Mountain Howuig 
plans to remodel the two- story 
Bridge Commerce Buikiing into 89 
single occupancy apartments 
(SRO's), community areas and a 
3,000 square-foot shelter at a cost 
of approximately $2.5 million, us- 
ing federal Section 8 to subsidize 
housing and rehabilitation funds.

Approximately 100 Lifeguards Man The Beaches Throughout The Summer, 
But The Job Isn't AH Fun And Games

Lifeguards seem to have it all. 
Endless days in Uie sun, guys and 
girls flocking around their stands, 
and special privileges at Ocean- 
front nightclubs and restaurants. 

But lifeguarding isn't all fun 
and games, according to Kent 
Hinnant, captain of the Virginia 
Be«;h Lifesaving Savice. 

"I always found it was a fun 
Uiing. Obviously, it's kind of the 
summer glamour job," he said. 
"Chice Uiey get out here, Uiough,

Approximately 100 lifeguards 
began manning Uie city's beaches 
in mid-May.

More tourists are visiting the 
beach before Memorial Day 
weekend and staying past LabCM" 
Day weekend, so the need for 
lifeguards arose sooner than 
usual. 

There are currenUy 46 Ufeguaixi 
stands, from Ru(^ Inlet to 41st 
Street, being mann^. In addition, 
Uicre are 13 relief guards, eight 
supervisors and numerous guards 
who fill in fw oUicrs on their 
days off. 

There are also stands at die 
Croatan Beach and Pendleton 
surfing areas, as well as two 



stands at Ft. Story on Fridays, 
Satwdays and Sundays. 

"We uy to rotate them around 
so they get familiar with all sec- 
tions of die be^h," Hinnant said. 

Hinnant said the major cause 
of accidents on the beach is lack 
of knowledge on the part of tfie 
visitor. Many of them, he said, 
are unfamiliar with a water envi- 
ronment. 

"I've seen situations where 
we've had people nearly drown. 
It's the first ume they've been to 
the oceanfront all season," he 
said. 

Hinnant, 46, said lifeguards 
answer to all kinds of ^xidents, 
frcmi r^ues to lost children to 
neck injuries. For example, on 
June 18, there were 28 toa chil- 
dren, four re^iMS and four first 
aid calls, such as heat exhauAion 
(S cms, refxxted by lifegrauds.

Virginia Beach has gone through many changes lately, 
specifically the boardwalk and Adantic Avenue improvements. 

But the job is not nearly 
done and won't be for some time. In order for tourism to grow, 
the Oceanfront needs to grow and offer more and more 
amenities. Otherwise, tourists will not return. The potential is 
there, it's just a matter of utilizing it. 

Hopefully, tourism will increase as the summer goes on. 
After all, it's only late June. The best months have yet to come. 
It just seems like, such a shame that the businesses which have 
been located at the Oceanfront for years are suffering a 
downfall. 

What hasn't been mentioned thus far in the editorial is the 
impact of the last two Labor Day weekends. And certainly they 
have also impacted Virginia Beach's once thriving resort area. -

Cops On Cornell Controversy: 
Unbudgeted Jobs; Dual Compensation 

Editor^ ' 

James Russell Lowell, American po«, critic and diplomat, once wrote, 
"The iHessure ctf public cqanicHi is like the^pressure of the atmosphere; you 
cm't sec it - but, all the same, it is sixteen pounds to the square inch." 

The city manage and the City Council felt this pressure following the 
May 1 ek^ticm, but, unfotunaiely^ not before. 

Uke Alice in Wonderland. I watched the devek^ing situation and found 
it "curiouser and curiouscr." First, I was surprised when two policemen 
announced their candidacies in direct opposition to the city's Code of 
Ethics, whiQh bars city employees from political activity. They to<A a 
"leave of al»ence" during tte campaign, but ranained members of the po- 
lice dq>artma)t 

The polkx chief found nothing unclear about the 22-year-old city policy 
and announced that if elected to City Council, both men would be flred. If 
the City Council membos found the policy confusing at that time, it was 
their responsibility to clarify it. Yet. not me of the interested parties 
sought a judicial (^termination di the outset Then, the matter could have 
been put to rest 

By not carrying out his stated intention immediately following the elec- 
tion, the chief has lost credibility. It would be interesting to know whether 
the pressure which brought about his inaction came from the public or 
from the city govemmenL 

The city ms^iager took an oath of office to uphold die law - the Consti- 
tution, the Virginia Code, the City Code - and to be faithful to the Code of 
Ethics. He had stated publicly that he was obligated to fire the men under 
city policy. But. whui the two policemen refused to resign from the police 
departmrat following their election, the city manager remained silent. He 
did not exercise his stated responsibility. Perhaps the weight of public 
pressure was too ^eat a burden for his shoulders. Now. his credibility has 
also suffered. 

It took the City Council more than six weeks to react to the May 1 
election. Finally, at its regular meeting on Monday, June 18, six of the 10 
members present took the curious action «f retroactively striking out the 
old offending rules that were not being enforced. Thus, by administrative 
fiat, the Council determines that the in-place policy was not in effect then 
or now! I am convinced that such a vote would not have been takoi had die 
two men lost the election. 

This Council action flies in the face of die fundamental concept that 
ours is a "government of laws, not of men." Fairness is preserved when all 
are on written "notice" of the rules, which must be applied equally and 
consistently. Those involved in this little drama (farce) knew in advance 
that it was contrary to a written policy for a city employee to serve on 
Council. Thoe was and still is an obvious conflict of interest 

We are all aware of "grandfather clauses." which assure fairness and en- 
sure against an "ex post facto" situation, but what has happened in our city 
is die reverse. It is so unbelievable that no term exists to cover such revi- 
sionist action, unless we call on the legal maxim "Nunc pro tunc" (Now 
fa- Then). 

Wekome to Wondnland! 

In effect, what the Council has done is admit that the election of the two 
policemen was in violation of city rules. A member of Council, who pro- 
posed diis action, explained that die policy had to be rescinded because 
"The People have spoken!" Who's running die city anyway? Did we elect 
the public to make or oiforce city policies? If Council members believed 
die policy was wrong, it was Uieir responsibility to correct iL However, 
they indicate that the policy is right and will be rewritten into an ordi- 
nance. The Council's credibiUty has been furtho: eroded. 

There are precedents for a policy concerning political rights and respon- 
sibilities of government employees. On die federal level, die Hatch Act 
prevents a postal worker, for example, from attending a political conven- 
tion or even speaking at rallies on behalf of candidates. 

Surdy. the largest city in die Commonwealdi should set an example and 
be a leader in handling such an ethical^Iitical situation. Changing die 
rules after the game is over is anadiema to Americans. In essence, it boils 
down to this: Since the city policy was consciously ignored, die Council 
decided to remove it prior to die swearing-in co^nony. hoping to avoid 
embairassmenL 

In the meantime, oiw wonders how die dfunage has been repaired by the 
temporary reassigning o/ the two men. who will, nevertheless, still keep 
dieir police salaries and ranks! It has been said diat (xie cannot do indirecdy 
what cannot be done direcdy. It would be interesting to know by what au- 
thority these new jobs were created in the Commonwealth's Attorney's Of- 
fice and in die Sheriffs Department. 

One wondos if new pdicemen have been hired to fill the pbs formerly 
held by diese two newly elected Council m^nbers. especially since there is 
a hiring freeze.

Simply changing desks and changing attire (fronKniiforms to civilian 
clothes) in no way alters the reality that diese two Councilmen-elect are 
still, in fact, policemen. A person's. tax home is the one from which he 
came and to which he intrads to return. Similarly, diese two law-enforce- 
ment officials have come from die police dqiartment and intend to return to 
it. having retained dieir police nexus. 

What the city has allowed to happra is the creation of two new unbud- 
geted positions and dual compensation from the city's coffers to two 
"special" members of Council. The parade of errors diat led to diis unfor- 
tunate situation cannot be plastoed o\a and will continue to fester, bring- 
ing a cascade of conflicts in the future.

Scliools Discuss Curriculum Policy 



The school division is currently working, through a Policy Revisions 
Committee, to update and revise School Board policies, many of which 
have not been revised, rewritten ix reviewed in 20 years. So, at the last 
School Board meeting, a policy on curriculum was presented for 
discussion.

The 21-Gun Salute Tradition 



Although I had been told by a naval historian that the origin of the 21 - 
gun salute was "lost in the midst of time," I have learned that the tfadition 
(»iginated with the Navy, albeit the Royal Navy. Yet, it was the chief of 
the news branch of the U.S. Army Public Information Division who pro- 
vided the explanation found in the Morris Dictionary of Word and Phrase 
Origin, and it was located by a reference librarian at our excellent Central 
Library. 

"The firing of gun salutes dales back to the early days of the British 
Navy. At that time, guns could not be loaded quickly so the act of firing 
one in a salute indicated that the saluter had disarmed himself in deference 
to the person being saluted. The larger the number of guns fired, the greater 
the degree of disarmament. Since 21 guns was the number of guns found 
on one side of one of the larger 'ships-of-the-line,' firing all of them be- 
came the highest mark of respect, reserved for heads of state. Fewer guns 
were fired in salutes to people of lesser importance. But for all salutes, 
only odd numbers are used, reflecting the old seagoing superstition against

even numbers." 

TTie theory is that salutes render one powerless for the time of the rendi- 
tion of the honor. Possibly this is the origin of the hand salute, since the 
right hand could otherwise be used lo suike a blow. The point of a sword 
is on the ground at the conclusion of the sword salute, rendering the 
swordsman powerless for the moment 

One source states that prior to Norman days, salutes to vessels flying

The Planning Commission rec- 
ommended denial of the application 
because the zoning was inappropri- 
ate for the site and would constitute 
spot zoning.

Lloyd Lee Wilson, representing 
Virginia Mountain Housing, said 
that the project would be supported 
by Etepartment of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development and private funds 
and would not place a suain on the 
city's revenues. He said that there 
is no assurance that the federal 
funds for the program will be 
available beyond this year. 

He said that the property will be 
acquired at less than the assessed 
value and that the redevelc^mwit of 
the building is economically feasi- 
ble. The residents of the SRO's 
will be divided among t|ie em- 
ployed, those seeking employment, 
and the elderly or handicapped who 
may not be employed. 

Applicants for the units will be 
screened, he said, and will be given 
a 30-day uial to sec whether diey 
arc suitable for the program which 
is designed to provide low-cost 
housing for independent living, 
with the availability of support 
services. No limit is placed on the 
length of time a resident remains in 
the housing. Those with incomes 
will be charged 30 percent of their 
income for rent, with tte difference 
made up by Section 8 rental subsi- 
dies. 

The shelter portion of the build- 
ing will be released to another 

agcFKy. 

Charles Ansell, architect for the 
project, said that the site provides 
the opptmunity to provi(te the basic 
needs of the pet^le - peace, pu- 
rity, laundry facilities and trans- 
porution. He said access would be 
rcstficted u> Vircinia Beach Boule- 



vard. 

Each unit will have a toilet 
facility, limited cooking facilities, 
and sleeping and living areas. The 
units will range from 170- to 200- 
square feet each, with 240-square 
foot units for the handicapped. Six 
community showers will be pro- 
vided and a laundry facility will be 
included on each flow. 

He said that the agency has the 
ability to generate funds to do 
things the [vesent owners have been 
dying to do for years. 

If the shelter were excluded, the 
facility could have 100 rooms. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
wanted to be sure that there would 
be only a single occupant for each 
room. 

Wilson said that the program 
operators would not allow addi- 
tional tenants. He said that prefer- 
ence would be given to Virginia 
Beach residents, and to the recently 
employed. 

He said that the stairway to the 
balcony will be removed, closing 
access to the balcony. The balcony 
was described by some of the resi- 
dents as the scene of a beating and 
of someone urinating in public. 

Virginia Mot of Mountain 
Housing has been operating 
Friendship Village, a low rent 
community in the city, for three 
months. 

Dick Powell, who operates the 
shelter for the Virginia Beach 
Christian Outreach, said that the 
facility would serve as a second 
swp. He said that the most diffrcult 
thing to do is to find the homeless 
a place to live when their 30 days is 
up at the shelter. 

Alice Taylor, who works with 
St, Columl» Ministries, said that 
during the 90 days the agency (^Kr- 
aied a shelter there, it did not re- 
ceive one complaint.

Diane Morris, who lives in a 
mobile home park in the neighbor- 
hood, said that the immediate 
neighborhood has 185 families in 
apartments, mobile homes and 
townhomes.

She said diat she had not 
been concerned about the winter 
shelter until the operation was 
started. She talked about public 
urination, drunken people on the 
balcony, and the cars broken into. 
She said that placing 100 people 
there would be tripling the 
problem, even if only one percent 
caused the problem. 

She said that the residents would 
be exposing their children to some 
risk. 

William Cox, who has been 
manager of the u^iler parte for 20 
years, said that when the shelter 
was in operation they found people 
rummaging through the garbage 
cans, strangers sitting on front 
porches, looking through windows 
and people "urinating off the fa- 
mous balcony."

The At the Water's Edge: 19th 
and 20th Century American Beach 
Scenes exhibit qieos at the Vir- 
ginia Beach Center fot die Arts on 
July 8 md will continue through 
Se{«2. 

OrganizMl by the Tampa Mu- 
seum of Art, the exhibition features 
89 jjaintings by over 70 American 
artists. Tlie exhibition will opoi to 
the public at 3 p.m. on July 8. 

Some of the works in this exhi- 
bition focus on the shoreline as 
landscape, while some portray peo- 
ple on the beach and others present 
abstract inter]»etaiions of the emo- 
tions evoked by the beach. These 
divCTse ways of depicting the shore 
reflect the changing view of the 
beach and the Ydsiory of painting 
over the past ISO years. 

The earliest paintings in the ex- 
hibition are by artists who sought 
to evoke the power and grandeur of 
nature. Beginning in the 1820s, 
painters of the Hudson River 
School used the Dutch-inspired art 
of landscape painting to portray the 
glories of the American continent. 

The varying atmospheric condi- 
tions of the beach were particularly 
attractive to artists who studied and 
painted the effects of light Known 
as the Luminist school, Albert 
Bierstadt and Alfred Bricher of the 
Hudson River School are repre- 
sented along with Francis Silva, 
William Trost Richards and 
William Bradford. Changes in 
American thinking, as well as 
trends in art brought back to this 
country by those who studied 
abroad, led to paintings in the 
Impressionist style. 

These works are characterized by 
a brighter, more intensely saturated 
palette and noticeably broken 
brushstrokes. The scenes of this 
period are often populated with 
summer vacationers enjoying free- 
dom from society's constraints. 
Represented from this time are J. 
Alden Weir, John Henry Twacht- 
man, William Merritt Chase and 
Edward PotthasL

"American" style of social realism 
painted by members of "The Eight" 
and the Ashcan School is repre- 
sented in scenes by Robert Henri

Also included is Maurice Pren- 
dergast, whose work heralds the 
transition into Pc^-Impressi(mistic 
America. Charting the influence of 
Cezanne, Matisse and the Fauves 
are such American Modernists as 
Abraham Walkowitz, Walt Kuhn 
and Alice Schille. 

While artists of the next genera- 
tion continued to visit the shores 
which had inspired the 19th cMitury 
artists, their works were quite dif- 
ferent, showing trends toward ab- 
straction, as in the watercolors of 
John Marin, and the simplified 
works of Milton Avery. 

Reaction against abstraction 
came in such movements as Pop art 
and Photo-realism, represented by 
Roy Lichtenstein and Hilo Chen. 
The most recent scenes in the ex- 
hibit are less a statement about so- 
ciety than they are an indication of 
artists' pursuits of original and in- 
dividualistic statements. However, 
artists frequently refer to historical 
movements, and recycle and refash- 
ion previous trends. New Realism 
and Neo-expressionian, as seen in 
the work of Judy Rifka and Richard 
Bosman, produce powerful images 
infused with a clear view to the past 
as well as the future. 

Lenders to the exhibition include 
the Cleveland Museum of Art, 
Ohio; High Museum of Art, At- 
lanta, Ga.; Nancy Hoffman Gallery, 
New York City; Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, New York; Museum 
of Fine Arts, Boston, Mass.; Nor- 
ton Gallery of Art, West Palm 
Beach, Fla.; The Phillips Collec- 
tion, Washington, D.C.; Walker 
Art Center, Minneapolis, Minn.;

The library is comected to the rest of the system 
through an online public access catalog, telefacsimile capability and a daily 
delivery of books md materials frwn oth» libraries in Virginia Beach. The 
small library may not house every book that residents in Puneo and 
Blackwater desire, but its staff will make sure that what they want is 
brought to them as promptly as possible. 

The hours of the library were detairiined by cwnmunity residents who 
participated in a "town meeting." They respect everything from school bus 
schedules for Blackwater childroi to the needs of adults who may be work- 
ing outside of the community during the day. The hours are: Mondays and 
Thursdays from 1 to 9 p.m.; Tuesdays and Wednesdays from 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m.; and Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The library is closed Fridays and Sundays. 

The Pungo-Blackwater Activity Centw, operated by the Virginia Beach 
Department of Parks and Recreation, continues throu^out the week to of- 
fer activities for the entire family. It is probably best known as the home 
of the weekly Senior Citizen Center for residents from Sandbridge to 
Knotts Island. The Activity Center is also the location for adult classes of- 
fered by the department, at the request of area residents. In Midition, many 
community organizations, area churches and residents use the center for 
meetings, social functions and community iMX)jects. 

The Activity Center has been completely refurbished. It has fresh paint, 
bright lighting and new carpet. It will continue to offer craft projects, 
health programs, shopping trips and speakers for the weekly meetings of 
the Senior Citizen Center on Wednesdays from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Children 
and their parents will also be able to use the cento- for storytime jKOgrams 
delivered by the staff of the pubUc library.

As a marie of reqject, sails of 
fowagn vessds woe lowered in those watas. C*vi«isly. without sails, the 
vessels were poweriess. 

Prior to 1600. in his Navtd Tracts, Sir WilUani Monscm wrote: "The 
saluting of ships by another at sea is both ancient mi decent, though in 
this latter time much abused, for whereas thrw, five or seven pieces may 
have been the ordinary use f« an admiral, and nevo- to exceed thM fmpor- 
tion, and an admiral not to answer with above one or three, now they arive 
to exceed the number, thiiddng that many pieces add hWiOT to the saluta- 
tion; but the owners of merchant ships would be gladden it mi^it be done 
widj less cost and more courtesy in another kind." This indicates that mer- 
chant ships rendered salute. Pwhj^s they were aimed as jwoiectiOT a^nst 
pirates. 

In the early days, the British national salulte was seven guns, but it was 
pomitted that the fats ashore could fire three shcMs to each (me dx)t afk)aL 
Eventually, the sea salute was made equal to the diore salute, with the 21- 
gun salute being die highest nation^ hono'. 

For many years, the national salute in die United States was one gun for 
each state of die Union. This tradition may have beoi sUffted by John Paul 
Jones, who saluted France wiUi 13 guns on Feb. 13, 1778 at Quiberon 
Bay. France. When the USS Ranger received a return salute from a Frwich 
vessel, it marked the first time the flag of the United StatM had received a 
salute from a fore^n power. 

Quite a bit of saluting took pla» off die shores of Virginia Beach mwe 
Uian 200 years ago, following the French victwy over tlw British in the 
famous sea teitde. It was a custom at dinners on board certain foeign shqw 
to fire a salute when toasts were drunk to high ranking officers. Monson 
wrote that "excessive banqueting tm board is a great craisuming of powdw, 
for as men's brains are heated widi wine, so Uiey heat Uieir (Htiin^ce with 
ostentation ..." 

On Sq)t. 17, 1781, General Gewge Washuigton, acawnpanied by Gen- 
eral Rochambcau, visited Admiral Comte de Grasse off Cape Henry in his 
flag ship La Ville de Paris, then Uie lar^st ship in die worid.

The United States officiaUy adopted die Bnush 
tradition in 1875, and recognized die 21 -gun salute as an international

While saluting had a miUtary genesis, die custom of fired salutes has 
become accepted diplomacy wA is now intonatiOTal pK^x»l.

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Handwrought Jewelry on 19th 
Street and Atlantic Avenue said she 
has had several problems that have 
made hex feel very uneasy. 

Andereon said threats, obscene 
language and excessive loitering 
outside the store could cause a lull 
in business. It's not creating a good 
scene f(x families with children, she 
said. 

"It's enough to make you uneasy, 
even though the police are out in 
full force," she said. h- 

AiMlerson said business has been *^ 
slow, but picked up after the recent 
Boardwalk Art Show. She said the 
economy is flat in general, not only 
at the Oceanfront, but with mall 
merchants also. 

Business is bad enough as it is, 
she said, without groups of 
predominantly young black males 
hanging out in front of the store. 
She said although they're not 
breaking any laws they lean up 
against her windows and passersby 
can't see in. 

"Instead of walking up and down, 
they plant themselves in front of 
the stOTe and stand there," she said. 

The police, she said, are trying to 
nip the loitering in the bud. Ander- 
son has had to call the police on 
one occasion already this summer 
when a group of males in their mid- 
20s were yeUing obscenities. About 
40 police arrived in a matter of sec- 
onds and dispersed the group, she 
said. 

Ander«)n was also threatened one 
night when the store's back door 
was open because of faulty air con- 
ditioning. A group of males passed 
by the door and yelled, "Hey, you 
better watch your b^k dow." 

"Everybody's nervous and with 
good cause. It's not just black peo- 
ple either. Now is the time to have 
two policemen on every block," 
Anderson said. 

The jewelry store has been lo- 
cated on the strip for 18 years. In 
all those years, Anderson said she's 
never been nervous at night until 
now. Ali Baba was looted last year 
during the Labor Day riot. She said 
the store will be closed this Labor 
Day wedcrad. 

Last year's Labor Day weekend 
has been the subject of much con- 
troversy as a result of thousands of 
predominantly black college stu- 
dents who visited the beach. During 
their visit, there were clashes with 
police, looting and vandalism. 

"It's not worth it this year. We 
trusted it last year and we got 
burnt," she said. 

The store's luck hasn't been too 
good this year, either. In April, the 
store suffered smoke and building 
damage as a result of a fire in the 
store next door. None of the store's 
jewelry was damaged. 

"People already think we're 
closed down. We're getting appre- 
hensive," Anderson said. "I don't 
think they can have enough police. 
They will keq) the pace. 

Business As Usual 

William Lawton, owner and 
president of Forbes Candies, said 

his four Oceanfront stores have seen 
better days. 

The business first opened on At- 
lantic Avenue in 1933. Forbes sells 
taffy, candy, gift items, beach items 
and apparel. Lawton said this year's 
business is no improvement over 
last year's. 

"This is not unique to Virginia 
Beach We've talked to our cus- 
tomers up and down the east coast," 
he said. 

Ricky Dunnington, owner of The 
Raven Restaurant on 12th Street, 
agrees that the state of the economy 
is bad. He said his business, 
though, is up a little from last year. 

"Business is probably up to par, 
but we're not br^tking any records," 
he said. "The beach is off in gen- 
eral. You can walk down the the 
beach at 9 p.m. and see that." 

Raging Ragz, formerly Capt'N 
Jake's Gifts on 21st Street and At- 
lantic, started out slow, but is now 
seeing an increase in business. 

"We're doing very well now, but 
we weren't," said manager Beth 
Tetterton. 

As of last week, Lawton said his 
business is beginning to pick up. 

"We've seen it begin to come 
back to life in the last week," he 
said. "I'm voy upbeat about what's 
going on down there right now." 

Tetterton said she hasn't had to 
take any safety precautions in her 
store this year. Shoplifting is a big 
problem, she said, but it is every 
year. The store sells surf wear, 
beach clothes, bathing suits, body 
boards, rafts and sand toys. 

"The police handle everything on 
the sidewalks. It's pretty calm. 
Nothing out of the ordinary," she 
s^. 

"We don't have any problems at 
this end of the be«;h," said Dun- 
nington, whose casual dining 
restaurant has b^n in the same lo- 
cati(Hi for 22 years. "It's busiiws as 
usual."
